Sam O. Harris reports in this 


morning's Arkansas Gazette on a 
theme that will be familiar to Star 
readers — the endless diversion 
of state funds from the original 
purpose for which their taxes were 
levied. 


This, morning Mr. Harris is writ- 


Ing about the diversion of highway 
funds. His report on an analysis 


^ by the state comptroller's staff 
\> shows that in the last seven years- 


Arkansas collected 191V4 million 


dollars in highway revenues — 34 
per cent of all the state's tax col-1 
lections. 
I 


Of this 101% million, 58 million 


was spent for highway bond retire- 
ment and interest; 90 million for 
highway construction and mainten- 
ance; and slightly more than % 
million for highway debt service 
reserve. 


ji| 
This leaves unaccounted for near- 


ly 42 million dollars over the seven- 
year period — 42 millions out or 
total highway tax collections of 
101 Mi millions. Most of the diver- 
sion is explained by the "turnback" 
to county and city governments for 
local road purposes, and gasoline 
tax refund*. 


However, a known 3 per cent of 


the grand total of J91% millions 
collected was flagrantly diverted 
to the general revenue fund under 


\> the so-called Revenue Stabilization 
Act. 


There is some merit to the con- 


tention of the counties and cities 
that they need revenue for local 
road and street purposes, but the 
raid on the state highway funds 
has been sharp, 
persistent, 
and 


destructive. As Mr. Harris points 
put in this morning's article the 
total diversion in the last seven 
years would have built 36 miles of 


|i concrete, 
four-lane, 
heavy-duty 


highway — or 830 miles of standard 
blacktop road. 


And the diversion of 3 per cent 


of all monies to the non-highway 
purposes of the general 
revenue 


fund is utterly without justification. 


Tlje people of Arkansas might as 


well understand that they will never 
have secure and stable public in- 
stitutions while they tolerate the 
persistent diversion of tax monies 
Sjvay from the purpose for which 
| they were levied. This is an old, 


old story, .belonging -.to ha-^partlcf 
ular governor of legislature. 'But I 
blame all legislatures rather than 
all .governors—for it was in the 
legislatures as long as the mem- 
ory of man runneth that lobbyists 
brought pressure to bear and di- 
verted taxes away from their orig- 
inal and most useful purpose. 


We voted a 2 per cent state sales 


tax nearly 20 years ago to help the 
public schools and public welfare 


. put the allegedly vigilant school 


lobby was so busy with other things 
that it let the fund in for heavy di- 
versions to non-school and non- 
welfare purposes — so heavy, in 
fact, that pretty soon we were ask- 
ed to increase the sales tax to 3 
percent, a proposal only narrowly 
beaten last year. 


We have liquor and'beer taxes for 


the benefit of the schools and char- 
jty, and yet when a county votes 


dry 
the legislature permits it to 


go right on drawing liquor tax sup- 
port after it has quit paying the 
tax—which constitutes a fraud and 
a diversion against the rest of the 
state which is still collecting the 
tax. 
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Sen. Brewster 
Is Defeated in 
Maine Primary 


Portland, Me., June 17 
(VJ>) — 


Owen Brewster, the Senate's fifth 
ranking- Rejpublican.was defeated 
yesterday for rcnomination by Gov 
Frederick G. Payne by 3,000 votes 
in Maine's closest, most vicious 
primary in almost 30 years. 


The total vote in yesterday's bal-i 


loting was a record 155,754-for the 
GOP and Democratic Senate bids. 
The old record was 149,000 in 1940. 
Brewster, whose turbulent 
politi- 


cal career goes back to the early 
1820's, said he dispatched this tele- 
gram to Payne: 


"Congratulations on your nomi- 


nation and the opportunity it of- 
fers for service to your state and 
nation.'.' 


Brewster said he had not given, 


any consideration as yet to the 
possibility of seeking a recount. He

P. Dube, 30, a surprise primary 
winner over Earl S. Grant, 12,576 
to 9.336. Grant was the 1950 gubei- 
natorial candidate.

had won. "I feel better now," he 
said .and' issued a victprx statement 
thanking' me >voters"' tor 'a great 
tribute.'

The affable, personable 
Payne 


came to the governorship in 1949 
after a varied business and poli- 
tical career. He had been a news- 
boy, theater manager, accountant, 
mayor of Augusta, state finance 
officer in World War II. 


Brewster, at 64, has been in the 


Senate 12 years. He also was gov- 
ernor and congressman 
for 
six 


years. He was last chairman of 
the Senate's World War II investi- 
gating committee originally head- 
ed by President Truman and also 
was on the committee that probed 
Pearl Harbor. 


He supports Ohio's Sen. Taft for 


the presidency; Payne is an Eis- 
enhower man, but the presidential 
angle didn't figure in the primary 
fight. 


What brought out the bitterness 


in their contest was a legislative 
committee probe into charges of 
graft and influence— peddling n 
the state liquor monopoly. 
Both 


men were mentioned. 


Herman Sahagian, a wine bot- 


tler, told the committee he paid 
$12,000 graft '.o Frederick W. Pa- 
polos of Boston, who claimed 
to 


have influence with Payne. Papo- 
los denied having any influence as 
did Payne and' told of Sahagian 
bringing him a $25,000 offer from 
Brewster for politicial aid. Brews- 
ter denied his story. 


Brewster claimed the big issue 


was his support of the Taft-Hartley 
Act. The American Federation of 
Labor's League for political Edu- 
cation . endorsed Payne. 


Senate President Burton M. Cross 


won the Republican gubernatorial 
nomination and will be opposed 
in September by Democratic James 
C. Oliver, a former Republican con- 
gressman. 


Cross got 54,858 votes to 44,190 


for Executive Council Chairman LC 
roy F. Hussey and 36,673 for Neil 
S. Bishop, former state senator.

— Robert Hale, Charles P. Nelson 
and Clifford G. Mclntire— were 
unopposed for renomination 


on the first ballot at the party's 
national Convention.
